Fire which started apparently at tho 
back door of J. Folk's cloak and suit 
store caused damage amounting to 
several thousand dollais before It wan 
subdued. Tho New Scottdale Houou, 
on the corner of Broadway and Pitts- 
burg streets, was damaged heavily Iri 
the rear buildings, and guests and em- 
ployes had narrow escapes from being 
burned, or suffocated from the dense, 
clouds of smoke that rolled up frcm 
the fire. 


Tho fire took rtoce about 1 o'clock. 


From the opinions ot most of thoa<i 
who have examined the premises tho 
blaze started at the back door of tho 
Folk store which Is on the first floor: 
of tho hotel building. The back door 
was burned on the outside but not on 
tho Inside, tho transom was burnod 
out, tho shutters burned off, and abovo 
U the laundry of tho

badly 


scorched and tho ceiling burnod out. 
Next to Fallc's Is the clothing store of 
S. H. Morris. The damage Is not 10 
great here, tho outside not being so 
greatly burned, hut the goods on tho 
Inside of the store are damaged by 
water and smoke.
